Min- 
utes later the police knocked on che door of 
his Schiller Park, HL, apartment and ar- 
rested hirn for importing child pornogra- 
phy. Once inside, they found hundreds of 
child-porn magazines, clippings of boys 
modeling underwear from department- 
store catalogs and photos of scouts wearing 
oniy their briefs. In January Bardy, who 
had worked as a guard at the Cook County 
Juvenile Detention Center, pleaded guilty 
;o two counts of importing child pornogra- 
phy; he's scheduled to be sentenced in fed- 
eral court next week.
